DIVERSIFIED FARMING

ONE-VARIETY COTTON COMMUNITI=

They produce more uniform lots of cotton...an excellent selling point. 

They get top prices for their yields. Members of one-variety communities 
averaged from 6 to 11 dollars more income on each cotton acre than other cotton 
growers did last year.

VNOUNCHER: 


One-variety cotton community members can get free cotton-classing service 
from the Governnent.

It's only one of the many advantages of belonging to a one-variety cotton 
community.

SAVE SOIL 


ANNOUNCER: 
Use the soil correctly...and it will repay you for your care. 
But use it incorrectly...and the soil will lose value as the years go by. 


To save topsoil, plant food, and fertilizer...cotton and other crops must 
go on the right land, and go there in the right. way. 


If you'd like to know, definitely, you're using your soil correctly...if 
you'd like expert opinions on the right crops for each field, and the right way 
to plant them, your county agent will be glad to help. He also can put you in 
touch with your nearest soil conservation district office. 


Why not get in touch with him? Thot's...your county agent. 
ANNOUNCER: 
You find the tragedy of the soil in gullies and ditches. 


They're the outward sign of poverty...of meager living. Farmers who hold 
their soil and prevent those gullies...terrace their land. They farm on the 
‘contour when their land sloves. They build drainage ditches...and plant their 
crops in strips, maybe cotton on one strip...lespedeza on the next, 


If you'd like help in fighting soil erosion on your farm..,your county 
agent will be glad to lend a hand or put you in touch with the soil conserva— 
tion district office.

ANNOUNCER: 
Your land gives back only what's put in it. 


Cotton planted on the same field year after year uses up plant food...so 
that you must apply more and more fertilizer to get a steady yield from that 
land. 


But when you rotate cotton from field to field...and plant soil-building 
crops in rotation, you restore plant food to your soil.

FIGHT INSECTS 


ANNOUNCER: 
Speed counts in any battle. 


Cotton farmers who successfully fight off the boll weevil know that. 
They do not wait till the pest aopears to start their fight. 


They work to get an early crop...because the boll weevil usually damages 
early-maturing cotton less than the later crop. 


They plant in fields where they know the boll weevil is less likely to 
attack; 


And they're prepared to dust their crop with calcium arsenate should the 
boll weevils anvpear in damaging numbers.
